Case of Tobacco Trust Is 
Taken. Under Advisement 


| Attorney-General Wikersham, 
Speaking for the Govern- 
ment, Said Proposed Plan of 
Reorganization, With Cer- 
tain Changes, Seemed Fair. 


New York, October 31.—The end was 
reached late today in the arguments 
which have been made for the past 
two days before the United States cir- 
cuit court for and against the plan of 
dissolution filed by the American To- 
bacco Company. Judges LaCombe, 
Noyes,: Coxe and Ward took the case 
under advisement. 

A decree is expected within a few 
days determining whether the much- 
discussed ‘plan is in accordance with 


the United States, which held 
American Tobacco Company to be an 
illegal conbination in restraint of 
trade, and ordered that the trust be 
disintegrated so as to restore compe- 
tition in the tobacco industry. 
Wickersham States Government Atti- 
tude, : 
Interest in the arguments today cen- 
tered chiefly in the appearance of At- 
y General Wickersham. He 
stated that he approved generally of 
the plan, but at the same time made 
recommendatior which met vigorous 
protest on the part of the stock and 
bondholders of the American Tobacco 
Company. Mr. Wickersham insisted 
that the court, by injunction to pre- 
vail from three to five years, reserve 
to the government the right of appeal 
to the court at any time it should ap- 
pear that the dissolution of the trust 
had not resulted in conditions in har- 
mony with the anti-trust law, 
Joseph H. Choate, counsel for the 
6 per cent bondholders of the corpora- 
tion, who are t» surrender their bonds 
for stock to the new segregated com- 
panies, protested against this amend- 
ment. He was supported in this by 
Lewis Cass Ledyard, of counsel for 
the American Tobacco Company. Both 
of them declared that the incorpora- 
tion of such a clause in the reorgani- 
zation decree would upset the disin- 
tegration plans. 
The attorney general made no reply 
to these protests. Mr. Wickersham 
was also criticised by counsel for the 
American Tobacco Company for sug- 
gesting that the court reviSe the dis- 
solution scheme, in so far as it related 
to the United Cigar Stores Company. 
Characterizing the alliance of the 
Stores company and the trust as one 
of the chief sources of complaint from 
the independent tobacco trade, and as 
the trusts’ arm to harass the retail 
trade of the country, the attorney 
general urged that the stores com- 
pany be segregated entirely from -the 
tobacco trust alliance through the sale 
of its stock controlled by trust hold- 
ers to outside investors. 


No Receivership Wanted. 
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The attorney general declared that 
he had sought earnestly to bring about 
a plan of reorganization without re- 
sort to receiverships, which would be 
disastrous, and in outlining the gov- 
ernment’s “attitude in 
tions, he quoted from President Taft’s 
messages to congress on the subject 
expressing desire to conserve the le- 
gitimate interests of property. 

“The guiding principle which the 
xovernment has pursued in conncction 
With this syppposed = disintegration,” 
said Mr. Wickersham, “has been 
whether or not the division is made 
into parts of less magnitude as to of- 
fer any possibil.ty of the continuance 
of the monopoly now possessed and ex- 
ercised, and yet to restrain the activi- 
ties of the various corporations among 
Which tue business is to be distributed 
within the bounds of legitimate and 
useful business. 

“Of course, there is a difference 
tween a case where 
brought before the -court for its de- 
termination as to whether or not it 
constitutes an unlawful combination, 
and a case where it stands before. the 
b@ of the court condemned as’ such, 
and your honors are examining a 
propesed disintegration for “the pur- 
pose of bringing it into compliance 
with the law.

Pittsburg, October - 31,—President 
Taft defended the Sherman anti-trust 
law in answer to an address made by 
Congressman Martin W. Littleton, of

Chamber of Commerce. 

What Taft Said. 


| “The Sherman law has been on the 
Statute books for 20 years and has been 
and construed, and con- 
strued, and finally by the supreme 
| court, The two decisions last spring, 
‘in my judgment, give it definite mean- 
ing that any combination in restraint 
of trade with the purpose of control- 
ling prices and stifling competition, is 
a violation of the statute. Men know 
whether they intend to stifle competi- 
tion and control prices and all that is 
necessary in a court of law is to prove 
the combination and the intent. That 
is all that is needed for the enforce- 
ment of any criminal satute. 

“It is not pleasant to, be engaged in 
what may seem to be an assault on 
business, but business men thought 
this law could not be enforced. 


Law Is Being Enforced. 


“Now the law can and is being en- 
forced, and because of this we hear 
tonight that it is 40 be repealed. 

“I would cut my hand off before I 
would injure. business. But what do 
I hear my dear friend Littleton offer? 
One of two courses is open. Bither we 
will have individualism or we will have 
combinations in restraint of trade go- 
ing to that point where the people 
will demand that the power of men 


engaged in such corporations be trans-. 


ferred to the government. And then 
we will have state socialism. 

“Now we can disintegrate unlawful 
corporations and put them under in- 
junction. If they operate they must 


compete. 

“T know I am speaking against the 
trend of many of you, but I can’t help 
it. The law is on the statute books 
and must be enforced and this stifling 
of competition and this control. of 
prices must cease. : 

“Y didn’t want to get into this dis- 
cussion, but I want you business men 
to face this problem.” 

There was frequent applause during 
the president’s remarks. 

Littleton Attacked Sherman Law. 

Representative Littleton, who made 
an appeal for the repeal of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act, is a member of the 
special congressional committee in- 
vestigating the United . States Steel 
Corporation. He quoted ‘both former 
President Roosevelt and Mr. Taft as 
having at one time or another. been 
willing to have the _ Sherman - law 
amended. He declared that there is 


ficult and far reaching problem affect- 
ing its internal peace and progress. 
“It seems clear to me,” said Mr, 
Littleton, “that the Sherman law can- 
not possibly be made effective in the 
exterminating of the real evil without 
carrying with it too large a sacrifice 
of the whole industrial fabric and that 


a new policy or scheme of legislation 
inaugurated.” 
Littleton Offers Solution. 

As a solution of the problem Mr. Lit- 
tleton sugested that every corporation 
before it entered into interstate busi- 
ness be required to submit its incor- 
porations, its status, its true condition 
to a board created. for that purpose, 
and to obtain a license to do itnerstate 
The charter, he said, should 
he formal. definite and should recite 
the terms of the grant. It should be 
made subject to forfeiture for Violation 
of its provisions. With such machinery 
to start with, Mr. Littleton gaid, “speci- 
fic laws for the guidance and control” 
of interstate concerns could be passed 
by congress. . 

Taft Ends Swing Around Circle. 

President Taft's second swing around 
the circle as originally planned came 
to an end here in the most enthusiastic 
and by far the noisiest demonstration 
he has experienced in all’ the 12,000 
miles he has traveled.

The way to the ballot box in Georgia is “clear as mud,” to 
borrow a. forceful simile used by Tax Collector and Registrar 
Stewart, of Fulton county, to- describe the registration laws of 
this state. The effort to modify. their tyrannical exactions that 
Georgians might participate in the special gubernatorial: election 
has resulted only in creating state-wide doubt among registrars 
as to who is or is not entitled to cast a ballot. 

When the law requiring that registration books close six 
months before an election was first put on the statute books, The 
Constitution led in emphatic protest that quickly “spread to every

The latest session of the general assembly, moved by the public 
sentiment that had been awakened. by The Constitution, saw what 
havoc: this insane proviso would work with the right of suffrage 
in Georgia in the instance of the special election. So an attempt 
was made to amend the law that scores of thousands of white 
citizens who would otherwise be disfranchised might have the 
right to vote. The attempt was probably made in good faith, and 
the amendment would have been an excellent one had its provisions 
been even moderately clear and lucid. But the amenders were 
up against the almost impossible task of putting sense into a law 
originally devoid of sense. It is, therefore, small wonder that tax 
collectors and registrars all over Georgia are “up in the air” regard- 
ing whom they can legally permit ‘to qualify for the special guber- 
natorial election. 

The tax collector of Walton county, for instance, as quoted 
clsewhere in an editorial reproduced from ‘The Macon Telegraph, 
could not read rhyme or reason into the ramblings of the amended 
law. He put its interpretation up to the state’s attorney general. 
But when the interpretation was handed down, the tax collector 
was as far from knowing who to register and who not to register 
as in the beginning. So, in self-defense and that he may not be 
harshly criticised for disfranchising citizens, he has given the 
entire bewildering correspondence to the press.

Of course suspension in the 
milk and loss of flesh follow while 
the cow becomes stiff and lame. It 
can be easily cured in from three to 
ten days and I am of the opinion it wil) 
disappear itself when frost comes. As 
it is a vegetable parasite it ‘would 
be well for cow owners not to let their | 
cows out to graze until the sun has 
dried the grass and they should be put 
up before the evening dew Wbegins to 
fall.

Constantinople, October 31.—Turkish 


troops, with their Arab allies, have re- 
taken two forts at Tripoli and forced 
the Itallans to entrench themselves 
within the city after abandoning large | 
quantities of guns, rifles, ammunition } 
and provisions, according to a telegram 
trom Rahmi Bey, the deputy for Sal- 
oniki, who is now at Tripoli.

“The Italians were unable to resist 
the fierce assaults of the Arabs and 
were compelled to retreat. 

“The Italians still hold three forts. 
The Arabs are displaying remarkable 
heroism, and hope to re-capture the 
city.”

Italy Sends -Reinforcements. 

Naples, October 31.—Further rein- 
forcements for Italian troops in Tripo- 
li are being assembled here. Tha 
movement is conducted with much se- 
crecy. 

The present reinforcements, it Is 
said, will form another army division 
comprising four regiments of infan- 
try besides supplementary troops, ar- 
tillery, cavalry and engineers, totalling 
about 15,000 men. 

It is evident the government is pre- 
paring for still later expeditions. 

It is expected that before the first

Milwaukee, Wis., October 31.—Mem- 
bers of the National Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union became suffragettes 
today... Woman suffrage was indorsed 
by the convention in a resolution read- 
ing as follows:

International arbitration is favored, 
and the senate of the United States is 
asked to support the pending arbitra- 
tion treaties. 

The resolution under the head of 
calls upon congress to furnish just and 
adequate provision for the prod. on 
of prohibition territory from the nulli- 
fications of its laws through interstate 
shipment of liquor, and asks legisla- 
tion to prevent the use of United States 
mails for the purpose of advertising or 
carrying alcoholic liquors. 

It is further sought by resolution 
to have congress request each state 
legislature to prohibit the sale of al- 
coholic liquors within 3 miles of the 
United States army posts, soldiers’ 
homes and naval stations, Indian 
schools and Indian reservations, and 
also that congress enact a law prohib- 
iting the issuance of interna] revenue 
tax receipts unless the applicant shows 
conclusively that he has complied with 
the requirements of the law of his 
state.
